Attempting to halt construction 
of a public comfort station at 
Corona del Mar, the Citizens Na¬ 
tional Trust and Savings Bank of 
Los Angeles today obtained a 
temporary restraining order 
against the city of Newport Beach, 
councilmen of the city and the 
city engineer pending appearance 
of all parties in court June 18 
when the city and its officials will 
be called upon to show cause why 
the injunction shall not be made 
permanent. 

In addition to the city, the suit 
filed today, names as defendants. 
Herman Hilmer as mayor, the city 
council, Irving George Gordon, 
Clyde Lloyd Claire, Paul B. Ells¬ 
worth and A. J. Garfield as coun¬ 
cilmen, and R. L. Patterson as city 
engineer. 

On June 3 the Newport Beach 


city council adopted an emergency 
resolution instructing the city en¬ 
gineer to immediately construct a 
public comfort station in the park¬ 
way on the south side of Ocean 
avenue just off Larkspur evenue.

Directors of the South Coast 
Water district will take immedi¬ 
ate steps toward annexation of 
the beach area to the Orange 
County Water district.

Laguna Beach, which is in the 
Orange County Water district, has 
been furnishing water to the south 
coast district. One of the func¬ 
tions of the Orange county dis¬ 
trict is to prevent export of wa¬ 
ter from the district. Therefore 
the board of directors of the Or¬ 
ange County Water dstrict yester¬ 
day afternoon at its meeting at 
Garden Grove adopted two resolu¬ 
tions ,one notifying Laguna Beach 


to stop exporting water to the 
south coast water district, and the 
other notifying the latter disrlct 
to stop taking the water. 

The resolutions, however, are 
regarded merely as a legal pre¬ 
caution. If the south coast dis¬ 
trict becomes annexed to the 
county water district the board will 
not oppose its use of water from 
Laguna Beach.

PHILADELPHIA, Thursday, 

June 13.—Bone is not the hard, stiff, 
unyielding, almost stony stuff we 
get used to thinking it is, from 
examining it when dead and dry. 

So long as it is a part of the living 
body it is plastic and accommo- 
1 dating, readily making way for 
changes that take place in living 
organs of softer tissue located in 
or on it. 

So Dr. Charles B. Davenport of 
the Carnegie institution of Wash¬ 
ington told the American Asso¬ 
ciation of Physical Anthropolo¬ 
gists at their annual meeting here. 

Dr. Davenport based his asser¬ 
tion on x-ray studies on a certain 
cavity in the base of the skull, 
photographed at one-year inter¬ 
vals in a considerable number of 
individuals. He found that this 
cavity increases in size with age. 

Other bone studies gave additional 
support to his thesis of the rela¬ 
tive plasticity of living bone. 

If your child develops badly 
shaped jawbones, and in conse¬ 
quence has not the facial beauty 
you would desire for him, do not 
blame the thumb-sucking habit, if 


i that is one of his faults. Thumb- 
[ sucking is not necessarily con¬ 
nected with deformities of the den¬ 
tal arches, Dr. Weston A. Price, 
Cleveland dental surgeon, told the 
j anthropologists. 

He studied primitive peoples 
from all over the world—Eskimos, 
Canadian Indians, Gaels of the 
outermost islands off the coast of 
Scotland—and found that so long 
as they remained on their native 
diets their children all had nor¬ 
mal depevolpemt of teeth and 
jaws, even though they did suck 
their fingers. But after contact 
with the outer world and the in¬ 
troduction of "store food,” jaw 
and tooth troubles began.

Alleged loss of water through 
Orange county drainage ditches 
will be investigated by the board 
of directors of the county water 
district. This was decided yes¬ 
terday at their meeting in Gar¬ 
den Grove after W. C. Mauerhan, 
Katella, reported that 200 inches 
of water are going to waste 
through one drainage ditch 

It also was decided to study 
alleged use by some orchardists 
of more water than their groves 
require. Mr, Mauerhan urged that 
the county should have a water 
commissioner to check on use of 
irrigation water. The county has 
an ordinance which allows using 
31 inches of water per year per 
acre on farm land. 

The board yesterday also dis¬ 
cussed the sewage reclamation 
project now under way at a dem¬ 
onstration plant in Santa Ana. 
They voted to contribute $20 
more to help carry on the ex¬ 
periment for the next three 
months. At the end of that time 
the experiment will have been 
completed and data will have been 
compiled to give a picture of the 
possibility of sewage reclamation 
on a practical basis in the county. 
Arrangements will be made to 
have residents of the county in¬ 
spect the demonstration plant 
where sewage is being reclaimed. 


Railroad Bridges Near 
Cheyenne Threatened 
By High Rivers 


DENVER, Thursday, June 13. 
UP )—Flood waters traced paths 
across Northern and Eastern Colo¬ 
rado today, leaving submerged 
highways, sodden fields and dis¬ 
rupted communications in their 
wake. 

No loss of life was reported and 
property damage was slight com¬ 
pared with losses in the floods two 
weeks ago, but the water sent per¬ 
sons living in their paths to higher 
ground and caused towns to take 
emergency precautions. 

Railroad bridges between Ster¬ 
ling, Colo., and Cheyenne, Wyo., 
were threatened, a 50-foot chasm 
yawned in a Rock Island railroad 
fill near Vona, Colo., and several 
highway bridges were tom from 
their places. 

Nearly all highway bridges in 
Kit Carson county were reported 
damaged. 

Crow Creek, which previously 
had ripped out a railroad bridge 
near Wheatland, Wyo., was another 
source of worry to Colorado resi¬ 
dents. The floodwaters of the 
creek last night burst a small 
reservoir in the Carpenter-Here- 
ford section and surged into Weld 
county. They passed by the town 
of Grover without causing damage, 
but warnings were sent to villages 
farther down the creek’s winding 
route to the South Platte river. 

Precautions also were taken at 
Sterling against an expected over¬ 
flow of Pawnee creek, which rises 
near the Wyoming-Nebraska bor¬ 
der, scene of recent hard rains.

benevolent protection of the fed¬ 
eral transient bureau of Missouri. 
The bureau, seeking to give tran¬ 
sients a setting in which they 
would be contented, and which 
would be at the same time eco¬ 
nomical, took over one of the long 
trains used by railroad contractors 
as sleeping quarters for workmen. 

The camp now consists of 22 
cars, including two kitchens, two 
office cars, five diners, eight bunk 
cars, one storage car, two water 
tank cars, and two coal cars. 

The transient bureau pays the 
railroad $2 per car per month. 

Only drawback is that the cars 
have become too popular. Hoboes 
have passed word along the line 
that St. Louis is the end of the 
rainbow, where sleep is undis¬ 
turbed, food is free, bulls non¬ 
existent. 

Officials have had to acquire 
more cars and extend the train.

ROME, Thursday, June 13. (JPI — 
Stung by trade limitations imposed 
by other countries and cognizant 
of her poverty in raw materials, 
Italy is setting out under Musso¬ 
lini’s orders to make herself self- 
sufficient in primary products. 

All the efforts she has made to 
better her trade balance have had 
no great effect, so she is turning 
to a long-term plan of growing 
the products she has had to im¬ 
port, or using substitutes. 

Synthetic cotton made from wood 
pulp is steadily eating into the 
imports of raw cotton, particularly 
from America. 

Beets Supplant Gasoline 
The Beet and Sugar Guild has 
just laid down a vast program for 
manufacturing a substitute for 
gasoline by distilling alcohol from 
sugar beets. The Association of 
Italian Corporations reports in this 
connection: 

"Italy consumes annually some 
500,000 metric tons of gasoline, 
and the Immediate aim Is to re¬ 
place a fifth of this amount by 
home-produced spirit. 

Chemical Plans Flourish 
The same association reports 
that Italian agriculture is now 
using calcium nitrate instead of 
importing natural nitrates from 
Chile. Italian supplies of pyrites, 
sulphur, lead and zinc are being 
more fully utilized, and an alu¬ 
minum industry using local raw 
materials has been built up. 

Italy’s achievements in making 
herself nearly self-sufficient in 
wheat through the "battle of 
grain,” and in coal through exten¬ 
sive development of hydro-electric 
plants have encouraged develop¬ 
ments in the hitherto untried fields.

HAS SOMEBODY BEEN OILED? 

.RANGE COUNTY is 


in a turmoil over efforts to gain 

control of an oil pool under the ocean fronting the 
c.ty of Huntington Beach. It is presumed to be worth 
several millions of dollars. Nobody knows exactly how 
much or definitely how far the pool extends. 

The Standard Oil company occupies the strategic 
position by reason of the fact that it owns the shore- 
lands from which whipstocking operations (otherwise 
known as slant drilling) are to be carried on. The city 
of Huntington Beach, through its mayor, Thomas B. 
Talbert, has driven a bargain with Standard Oil and 
included in the agreement other interests who claim cer¬ 
tain rights. Whether Huntington Beach has any legal 
rights in the premises is a question on which authorities 
differ. 

But the fact remains that the municipality laid claim 
to jurisdiction over the tidelands in question and every¬ 
thing under the surface and asserted itself so boldly that 
the Standard Oil company and both houses of the legisla¬ 
ture lent an attentive ear. Result, the state authorizes 
the Standard and other oil companies to pump the oil 
from tidelands presumably owned by the state and pay 
Huntington Beach a royalty of 3 per cent. This in addi¬ 
tion to a royalty of 16 23 per cent to be paid the state. Of 
course, this is all contingent upon the governor signing 
the bill. 

Obviously it is a rich plum for the Standard Oil which 
has a habit of being around with a bushel basket whenever 
there is to be any plum-tree shaking.

On the other hand, it was a rather human 
thing to do, especially when it was known the legislature 
would not agree to island drilling in front of the beach 
and was not disposed to honor Orange county’s claim of 
prior rights on state lands. 

If Talbert or Huntington Beach had no right to deal 
with the oil company, what right had the county? The 
territory in question is within or at least abutting, the 
municipality of Huntington Beach on its shore side and 
Huntington Beach has had its care and responsibility ever 
since it became a city, more than twenty-five years ago, 
even though the state claims title to it, which title inci¬ 
dentally has been challenged by several authorities. 

At the outset it appeared that Orange county might 
have some legal claim to royalty from whatever drilling 
was done on this property but when the contrary was 
established, the supervisors and the Santa Ana chamber 
of commerce withdrew opposition to the pending bill, al¬ 
though both realized the state of California had rights 
which it probably was not being adequately paid for. 

The scene of this battle should have been in Sacra¬ 
mento. And the time was when the measure was first 
before the legislature. The oil companies realized that and 
they were there. Mayor Talbert knew it and he was there.
